The main railway junction of 
southern Russia, Rostov, is the 
capital oi the Don Cossack country, 
an important. port and a very 
important coal and industrial region, 
Over 50 per cent. of the Caucasus 
oil came through the pipe-line, of 
which it was the terminus.

French Warships C

HE 35,000-ton French battle- 
et Richelieu, crippled, but 
sti far from powerless, 
arrived in New’ York harbour last 
Thursday after dodging a pack of 
submarines in mid-Atlantic and 
riding the toughest gale many of 
her crew had ever experienced. 
The Richelieu was previously 
stationed at Dakar, The French cruiser 
Montcalm (7,600 ‘tons) made most 
of the Atlantic crossing with the 
Richelieu, but the two parted com- 
pany two-and-a-half days out. Mont-
